This group ccnpiles 
topographic asps from data supplied by field 
teens. S®iipnsnt includes several drafting 
tables, a cootrdinatogxeph, end two hectograph- 
type rap eo du ctlon Mac hines . Tin chief of the 
group Is Zef Bool, m engineer. Hoci also 
tsaches cartography at the iAalveralty of Tirana 
at night* Six or seven cartographic draftaoem 
are eeployed here Including Tiber Garaci and Ana 
Trat>icte . 


b. Triangulstian or Control (Boon 2). This office is 
responsible fear providing the vertical and bori- 
sootal control required for rapping undertaken for 
Ministry of Geology projects. Most of the personnel 
In this section are esftloyed in the field. Field 
teens work in groups of three , two professional 
surveyors and a recorder who is non-pro fessional . A 
security officer (Slg^rigi) accopyenleg the teens.

c. Contours or T opo g ra p hy (Boon 3). This group is responsible 
for providing topographic contours and all other asp inf or- 
nation other than control for the Ministry of Geology 
topographic asps. Most of the personnel are engaged in 
field work. Contours are developed by p la ne table Methods. 
The prof essional staff aestoar* are all Military officers 
because only Military schools offered training In this type 
of work. Field tanas worked in groups of three or four. 
Including a non-professional civilian assistant. The chief 
of this group is Philip Gael, a topographic engineer. Geci 
was foxserly a c ol o ne l in the tansy but he was discharged in 
1954. Other personnel Ineliidr 2nd Lieutenants Istraf Bulans, 
(fnu) Bushati, end Goal Be.lo . All of these asn are called 
Military to po g ra phe rs. Thera era approaciMStely ten field 
tsens assigned to the group. 


d. Director for Adsdnistretico (Boom 4) - Stealer Xhunsli is 
in charge of administration. 
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e. Computation (Boom 5 end 6). She topographic surveyor* 
used Boom 5 end 6 as a place to work up their field 
notes into flnsl fora.

Fjedor 
Sov.tatkln sod Andrea Aloksovlg waaln in this office end 
pjjpisr to bare authority to censor nape at their dis- 
cretion. The other four Soviets aa rfe in ths field. Their 
salaries are roughly four tines high er than their Albanian 
coun ter p ar ts. 

i. Director (Boon U). The Director of the Topographic Section 
is Hlgwrt Gocafta, a party aasfeer vbo was trained in Yugoalaarls 
and MostKiv iMravsity.

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All np sad vertical and horizontal control data were considered 
to be secret. Seeded material could be borrowed from the file roots 
for use in the office ox in the field but responsibility by individual 
borrowers was determined by a strict receipting system handled by the 
chief of the file room* All classified material had to be returned 
to the office at night except when it was being used in the field. 

A guard stationed at the entrance to the building kept oit all un- 
authorised persons, windows in the file room, cae^i lotion roam, 
administrative officer’s room and the Soviet advisor’s room had both 
horizontal vertical ste al bars. The file roam was looted as far 


Field carried classified control data and asps in the field. 

When military maps were available for the area to be covered they 
also were carried, but all marginal information., including coordinates, 
was cut off. Any information needed from the marginal data was carried 
in a separate notebook along with control data. Survey data obtained 
during the day was also carried in notebooks. Most of the control work 
undertaken by our tesoa supplemented existing control data and was 
n noflefl for compilation of lar&e scale asps. A member of the Si guriia l 
(Albanian security police) accompanied all field teams, and provided 
protection for the classified information we carried. He probably had 
raanopsibl 11 ties for watching the tesa Itself.

were confiscated by Yugtelmviaa authorities. At night field teams 
turned in their data a gad asps to the security officer who deposited the 
information with the local Siguriad post or a local police station. 
Msdbers of field teams were not allowed to carry camsxas. 


As signed personnel did not used any special document* to obtain material 
from this room. Occasionally, when saps or data ware needed that were 
not in the file roam, they were obtained from the Ministry of Geology 
tv, H iding next door
